The terms and conditions governing the Issuance of import 
licences financed under the Belgian Credit, 1977-78 as given 
in Appendices I and 11 to this Public Notice are notified for 
information. 

APPENDIX I 

Conditions for licensing public sector Imports under the 
Belgian Government Credit, 1977-78 

1(1) The Belgian Government Credit extended in 
December, 1977 by the Government of Belgium can be used 
for financing import from Belgium of capital goods, com¬ 
ponents. raw materials and spare parts. The loan can be 
also used to pay for Belgian services required for the im¬ 
plementation of the development projects in India. 

1(2) Only goods and services of Belgian origin are eligi¬ 
ble for being financed under this Credit. 
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II—ISSUE OF IMPORT LICENCES : 


II(I) The import licence will be issued on C1F basis with 
an initial validity of 12 months. For extension of the 
validity of the licence, the Licensee should approach Ibe 
licensing authority concerned within the validity period of 
the licence, who shall consult the Department of Economic 
Affairs, (W.E. Ill Section) in the matter. 

11(2) Firm order on C1F|C&F basis must bo placed on 
the suppliers in Belgium and sent to the Department of 
Economic Affairs (W.E. M Section) within 4 months from 
the date of issue of the import licence. If firm orders can 
not be finalised within the time limit of 4 months, the 
Licensee should submit to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports or other licensing authorities, as the case may 
be, a proposal seeking an extension in the ordering period, 
furnishing justification and explanation as to why ordering 
could not be completed within the initial validity period. 
Such requests for extension in the ordering period will 
be considered on the merits of each case by the licensing 
authorities who may grant extension upto a further period 
of 4 months. If, however, extension is sought beyond 8 
months from the date of issue of import licence, such 
proposal should invariably be referred by the licensing autho¬ 
rities to the Department of Economic Affairs, (W.E. Ill 
Section), Ministry of Finance. 

11(3) The licence will bear the superscription, XHth Belgian 
Government Credit, 1977 and indicate the Public Notice 
number under which these licensing conditions arc issued. 
The licence code for the first and second suffix will be “S" 
“BN”. This licence code will be mentioned in all the 
shipping documents as well as in the “S" form required to 
be furnished to the Reserve Bank at the time of rupee 
deposit, 

11(4) As soon as the importer receives the import licence, 
he should send a report to that effect to the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, (W.E. Ill Sec¬ 
tion) along with the following information :— 

(i) No. and date of import licence; 

(ii) Value. 

(iii) Exchange rate, if any, indicated on import licence. 

(iv) Date by which copies of contract are expected to 
be furnished to Department of Economic Affairs. 

11(5) The licence will not be valid for remittance from 
India. Payments to the Belgian Suppliers can be made only 
in accordance with the procedure set forth in Section V. 

Section in—FINALISATION OF CONTRACT; 

III(l) Only one contract should be entered into against 
an import licence.
